The derivation of the name Tourneur has found a diversity of opinions among 
etymclogists. It is of Picard or French origin, and is said by some to have been 
originally Tournoire, meaning "Black Tower" perhaps from some landmark at or near 
an ancestral home. Possibly it was originally "Tourneour" Norman French for one 
who participates in a tournament. The name appeared in England during the Conquest 
when "Le Sire de Tourneur" accompanied King William on his expedition. Upon the 
Hundred Rolls of 1275 is the name of Aylbricht le Turner of London England. 

(Vi) Daniel Tourneur was a son of Estienne and Marie (Berger) Tourneur whose 
marriage record is in the "Register of baptisms, marriages and deaths of Protes 
tants in the City of Amiens, France." This marriage was consecrated at Guimen- 
count Sunday, July 18, 1605.
